EFFECT OF PASSAGE The Ordinance book must be sent to all Respondents and given to 

complainants as it tells them the law. The Spanish Survey will provide data for pro grams 

and proposals for city departments and community groups. 

EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE Our ability to educate the public as to our law will be hampered, 
and there will be more staff time spent explaining our ordinance and powers that could 

better be spent on case work. The Spanish Communi ty has long been neglected in Fort Wayne 

and this will further impede them.
